of dynamite were fired Saturday 
afternoon in one of the quarries of 
the Peebles Stone company, Peebles, 
in an effort :to destroy the crystaline 
formation of a ledge.

Grover "Red" Kennedy, the 


Proctdrsville. young man. who is 
supposed to have fired the two 
shots during a straggle aboard a 
houseboat at' Seiotoville last Wed- 
nesday night 
that: caused the 


death of Charles H: Hill, a bridge 
riveter, was still at large Monday. 


Mrs. Hill, widow of the shooting 


victim, has written a lengthy let- 
ter to The Times, in which she 
touches upon 
some 
of the cir- 


cumstances of the tragedy, which 
she says left her without friends 
and means though she has faith in 
Providence taking 
care of her. 


The woman denies again that Hill 
had any cause to be jealous of 
her 
She said since their mar- 


riage August 
11, 1913 she fre- 


quently attended church. "When 
Hill accompanied her it was all 
right but when she .went alone lie 
would quarrel with her upon her 
return. She writes that she fre- 
quently prayed 
to 
the Lord to 


make a change for the better in 
her home. She said just previous 
to the shooting that she had beg- 
ged Hill to cease quarreling with 
her for she 
did not deserve' it, 


that she cried and asked the Lord 
to have mercy on him and she now 
feels as though he has left her 
for some good. 
Eighteen years 


ago. she adds, she was,baptized in 
the Ohio river at Huntington, "W. 
Ya., 
and 
joined 
the Baptist 


church and always had faith to 
lelieve that the Lord would take 
care of her. She asks the prayers 
ot' the readers of The Times and 
al! good Christians 
that she be 


cared for. 


Mrs. Hill says that the fact that 


her husband wrote 
orders upon 


his pay time in her favor indicat- 
ed that he must have known that 
he was going to die. She says he 
himself sent for Kennedy and se- 
cured a job for him. When Hill 
started to leave and cursed her, 
she says she fell upon her knees 
;nul prayed. She wai 
knees praying ,whei 


still on her 
Hill rushed 


through the boat iuto the room 
where Kennedy was getting his 
lii-longings together preparatory 
lo leaving- 
She denies that she 


ordered her 
husband 
away, in- 


stead crying and begging him to 


sta}' and offering to go herself. 


Mrs. Hill enclosed a letter her 


husband wrote to her just after 
his release from 
the Cincinnati 


workhouse last year. It is couch- 
ed in endearing terms, explaining 
the ecstapy he felt in hearing from 
her and begging her to come to 
Cincinnati to live with him again. 
He promises in the letter to make 
amends for the past, to treat her 
differently and do his uttmost to 
make her happy. He repeatedly

calls her by the atlectionate term 
of "baby". Hill also tells of hbw 
his father was over anxious foi 
her to come, that his father loyet 
her for the way she took care o 
him in the past and that he al 
ways enjoyed her company anc 
cooking.

JURY GIVES VERDICT AFTER 


FLAT WOODS FARMER 
ENJOYS FREEDOM A6AIN, 


WANTS HIS 3 CHILDREN 


After wrestling with the evidence in the Roy Jor- 


dan murder case, which held the attention of the

Paris, July 3—Seven hundred and 


fifty-three communes,- or townships, 
have been partly, or totally destroyed 
through 
military 
operations 
in 


France since the beginning of the 
war, according to statistics gathered 
bs;-the"Miiiistry:of'the Interior, with. 
a view to ascertaining-, the total dam- 
age caused by the hostilities. 


These communes are 
distributed 


over 11 of 
the 
departments 
of 


France, including those in Ardennes 
still • occupied wholly by the 
Ger- 


mans, who are in possession of 
2,5-54 towns of the total of 36,247 in 
all France, or 7 per cent. 


Houses to th.e number of 
lfi,G{>9 


have been totally destroyed and 29,- 
594 partly destroyed in these com- 
munes. In 14S communes, the pro- 


portion of houses destroyed exceeds 
50 per cent; while.it is 88 per cent 


74 towns and less than 50 per 


cent in the remainder. 


Public buildings destroyed in 
'_ 


communes were 331- churches, 379 
schools, 221- town-halls, ;,:300 "tither 
and 60 bridges; 'Of tfiese Buildings" 
96 had been classed as historic mon- 
uments, including the Town Hall of 
Arras, and the Cathedral and Town 
Hull at liheims. Three hundred and 
thirty factories, 
which supported 


57,000 persons, were destroyed.^ - 


The above figures were given out 


l;cfore the British drive began, so 
the,number of towns held by the 
Germans has teen slightly
